The trip from Lexington to Greensboro w 
similar in interest to that from Augusta to 
Lexington.

The House Passes a Large Number of Pension Bilis— . 
The Bill Recently Passed by the Senate—Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s Werning Does No 
Good—Other Washington Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, 
house dashed off its usual lot of pension 
bills tonight. Friday nights are set apart for 
this business, and the looseness with which it 
is transacted would be ridiculous were it not 
a constant waste of the fpeople’s money. A 
regular pension fever is spreading throughout 
the north and west. As the result of such ex- 
travagance as the bill recently passed by the 
senate, which pensions all soldiers of the late 
war who cannot makealhving and who have 
been disabled since the war,this will cost $30,- 
000,000 a yearin addition to the increased 
pensions to widowsand dependent relations, 
which will call fer $8.000,000 or $10,000,000 
more annually. The ordinary pension bill 
for the next year is about $80,000,000 besides 
these additions. Such arush for pehsions was 
never before known and it is natural since 
congress is constantly widening the range of 
its bounty and about all that appears to be 
necessary to the securing of a pension is the 
application. Northern congressmen are 
becoming alarmed at this indiscriminate raid 
onthe treasury but do not dare to raise a 
voice or cast a vote against it for fear of the 
soldier vote, Southern men cannot effectually 
oppose this extravagance and their slightest 
protest is misconstrued into enmity to the sol- 
diers of the union. President Clevelas{s re- 
cent voice of warning on this subject has fall- 
en on deaf ears in congress, but it is said to voice 
astrong and growing sentiment among the 


people who may see that their wishes are 
obey ed.

THE ALABAMA CLAIMS. 


Discussion in the Senate About Paying out 
the Money. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—In the senate Mr. 
Hampton, at his own request, owing to illness 
in his family, was excused from service as one 
of the West Point visitors. The president 
pro tempore appointed Mr. Gibson in place of 
Mr. Hampton. 

Mr. Riddleberger offered a resolution pro- 
viding for the printing of all the papers rela- 
ting tothe nomination of Mr. Mathews, as 
recorder of deeds of the district of Columbia. 

Messrs. Hoar, Edmunds and Miller and oth- 
ers, objected to the reception of the resolution, 
as being executive business, and it was declar- 
ed not now in order. 

Mr. Dolph endeavored to secure the setting 
of a day for the consideration of the bill ree 
pealing the pre-emption and timber culture 
act. 

Objections were made by several senators, 
among them Mr. Sewell, who said he would 
object to further special orders till the Fitz 
John Porter bili was taken up and disposed of, 
That he would ask the senate to take up that 
bill when the bankruptey bill should have 
HoH disposed of. 

On motion of Mr. Hoar, the senate took up 
the bill providing for the closing of the busi- 
ness of the court Alabama claims. 

The reports of the majority and minority of 
the committee were read. The majority re- 
port maintains that difference in value be- 
tween coin and curiency at the time of the 
Geneva award and afterward at the sale of the 
Gereva award bonds, was and is property of 
the United States treasury and should not 
form any part of the sum out of which 
judgments of court should be paid. The mi- 
nority report contends, on the contrary, that 
the United States occupied the position of 
trustee for the claimants, and could not sell 
the bonds named and credit itself with the 
difference between gold currency values. 

A number of amendments were reported 
when the bill was about to come toa vote in 
the precise formin which itcame from the 
house. 

Mr. George stated his understanding of it 
to be that it provided for the payment of ex- 
actly the amount of money received by the 
United States from Great Britain, 
giving tothe claimants the benefit of the 
premium made on thesale of gold for green- 
backs, in which a part of the former claim- 
ants were paid. He also understood the Dill 
to pay all the interest which the United 
States bad agreed to pay from the time of the 
receipt of the money, in 1873, up to 1877, 
when the money was covered into the treas- 
uly. Mr. George said that that 
understanding was exactly correct; or in 
other words, the ‘‘United States gains nothing 
and loses nothing by this transaction. It pays 
out ni®ney got from Great Britain and when 
it invests the money in certain securities and 
cells them again it pays out the money it gets 
and does not make asrpeculation of the trans- 
aciion.” 

Mr, Beck asked whether we were not thus 
paying these people a premium on the legal 
tender notes of the country? 

Mr. Wilson replied that we were paying 
them the premium realized by the gevern- 
ment on the sale of the coin and bonds and 
paying them interest besides; in other words 
this bill placed the United States in the posi- 
tion of an ordinary trustee, and this on behalf 
of claimants who were not within the princi- 
ple ef the Geneva award, who had said they 
wee satisfied with the act of 1882, but who 
now asked and by this bill obtained an ad- 
ditional amount of $385,000. 

Mr. Beck did not think it right to pay in- 


terest.

THE IMPORTATION OF MACKEREL 


The House Passes a Bill to Prevent Fishing 
During the Spawning Season. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.--Mr. Herbert, of Ala- 
barga, from the committee on naval affairs, re- 
ported the naval appropriation bills. Referred 
to the committee of the whole. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the bill prohibiting the importation of mack- 
ere] during spawning season. 

After a long debate and aslight amendment, 
the bill was passed, yeas 120, nays 80. 

As passed, the bill prevents, for a period of 
five years from the first of March, 1887, the 
importation into the United States or landing 


upon its shores, of mackerel (except Spanish 


mackerel) caught between the first of March 
and the first of June of each year. The pen- 
alty prescribed for a violation of the act is the 
forfeiture of the mackerel imported or landed 
and ifthe vessel violating the act bea United 
States vessel, the forfeiture of its licon:e, 
Nothing, however, in the act is to be held to 
apply to mackerel caught of the shore 
with hook and line from open rowboits, less 
than twenty feet keel, and landed in said 
boats. 

On motion of Mr. Morrison, the order setting 
aside Saturday for general debate, was rescind- 
ed.

A NEW AMENDMENT. 


The Judiciary Committee of the House Pre- 
sent one on Polygamy 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The house commit- 
tee on the judiciary today instructed Chair- 
man Tucker to report favorably an amend- 
ment to the constitution declaring polygamy 
unlawful. There was but one member of the 
committee who did not agree to the action of 
the committee and he only desired further 
time to consider it. The following is the full 
text of theamendment as it will be reported: 

Resolved, etc., That it is aeemed necessary b 
the two houses of congress to propose an amend- 
ment to the constitution, which shall be valid to 
all intents and purposes as part of the constitution 
when ratified as hereby proposed, by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the state, the pro 
smendment to be numbered and to read as follow,s 
to-wit: 


ARTICLE XVI. 

1. The marriage relation by contract or in fact 
by one person of eithersex or more than one oi 
either sex shall be deemed polygamy, neither 
polygamy nor any -polygamous association or Co- 
habitation between the sexes shall exist or be ~ 
Jawful in any place within the jurisdiction of the 
United States or any of the states. 

2, The United States shall not, nor shall any 
state, make or enforce any law which shall allow 
polygamy or any polygamous association or co- 
habitation between the sexes, but the United 
States and every state, shall prohibit the same by 
law within their respective jurisdiction. 

3. The judicial power of the United States 
shall extend to the prosecution of crimes of 
polygamy and of polygamous association or co- 

abitation between the sexes under this article, 
end con shall have power to declare by law 
the punishment therefor. 3 

4. Nothing in the constitution nor in this 
article shall be construed to deny to any state the 
exclusive power, subjecl to the provisions of this 
article, to make and enforce ali laws concerning 
marriage and Givorce within its jurisdiction or to 
vest in the United States any power respecting the 
same Within any state.

Repert of an Engagement Between the Greek and 
Turkish Soldiers on the Frontier—The New 
Ministry of Greece—Latest Phase of 
Home Rule Agitation in Parliament. 


ATHENS, May 21.—M. Tricoupis has formed 


& new ministry. He assumes, provisionally, . 


the offices of minister of war and minister of 
finance. The other ministers are: M. Lem- 
bardos, interior; M. Doulpiotos, justice; M, 
Manetas, public instruction; M. Theokelig, 
marine. 

Major Doumriotis has made the following 
report to the government of the fighting on 
the frontier : 

While we were changing sentries at Karravista 
at one o'clock, this morning, the Turks opened fire 
upon us, We replied. The firing soon ceased, but 
after some minutes the Turks suddenly reopened 
it along the whole line near Ve#@ros. I ordered 
our fire to cease and the Prurks also 
stopped. Atia. m, the Turks renewed their 
firing, this time with artillery from Saria. At 6 
o'clock a Turkish company advanced with the 
purpose of taking Analipsis. The Turks are as- 
sembling to attack our position at Nozeros. They 
have captured our post at Baractoin. This they 
succeededin doing by a sudden rush. I have 
ordered my troops to reoccupy the other positions. 
All is now quiet.” 

The government has ordered the Greek 
commander to avoid provoking hostilities, but 
if the Turksare the aggressors, the Greeks 
shall assume the offensive.

THE DUBLIN BOOM. 


ED 
A Town Which ts Boundto Make its Way in 
t Fature, 

DvB.in, Ga., May 21.—[{Special.]—Ddblin is 
the cfunty site of Lauiens. It is onthe banks 
of the beautiful Oconee river, is thirty-five 
miles from the Central railroad, and the same 
distance from the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, is fifty-five miles from 
Macon, and one hutidred ‘and 

Savannah. “Around it is 
fine farming country. It is 
also in the finest timber region in the world, 
and has the largest territory to back it of any 
town in the state. This place is fast building 
up. The souud of the saw and the hammier is 
heard in all direction’, and neat cottages are 
springing up as if by magic. This is the 
eoming town of south Georgia. This is the 
terminus of the Tennille and Dublin railroad, 
and the Savannah, Dublin and Macon railroad 
passes here. This road is graded from Dablin 
within ten miles of Macon. There are 400 
hands on the Macon end at work, and the 
cars will be running from here to Macon by 
the Ist of July. There are 900 hands at work 
on the Savannah end, and the contractors say 
the cars will be running over it to Savannah 
by the lst of October. The railroad shops are 
to be located here. This will also be the 
terminus of the Dublin, Americus and Cofm- 
bus railroad, on which work will soon begin. 
There is also a line of steamers on the river, 
which run from here to Darian, Bronswick 
and Savannah, There was shipped from here 
by river alone last year, five thousand bales 
of cotton. Next season the merchants expect 
twenty thousand, as they now have railroad 
facilities. The people are clever and hospita- 
ble, and gladly welcome the stranger. At- 
lanta is well represented here, Her carpen- 
ters, painters and mechanics*are most all from 
the gate city, and have all they can do. A 
young man who want to start in businessshould 
come here and grow up with the town. 

The town is in great need of machine shops, 
buggy and wagon factories; planing mills, 
sash, door and blind factories.

“None of your threats will change my de- 
cis’®n,” answered Captain -Lowery; “I will 
carry you and all the rest of the Dutch s—— 
of b——-- along to sea with me.” 

Captain Lowery then told the steward to 
fetch a pitcher of water into the cabin, but the 
latter attirmed that he was too sick to move, 
whereupon the captain went for the water 
himself. 

Harittsman then pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and fired 
at the captain, the bullet slightly 
grazing his finger. Captain Lowery, however, 
fell when he was fired at and Harittsman, 
struck with terror at his own deed, sent a bullet 
through his own heart. 

The evidence at the coroner’s inquest shows 
that bad feelings had existed between the cap- 
tain and his steward for a long time. The 
jury came to the conclusion that: “Steward 
Haritteman came to his death by a pistolshot 
fired by his own hand.”

DARIEN, Ga, May 21.—[Special.]—The ap- 
proach of summer means to theavtrage Darien- 
ite a change of residence. This, however, is 
no longer regarded as necessary for the preser- 
vation of health. It is simply a change from 
good to-better—from the oak~studded streets 
and squares of venerable old Darien to her 
luxuriant younger sister city, the Ridge. 

As a summer resort the Ridge has few equals. 
Constantly fanned by the invigorating sea 
breezes the summer months, which some con- 
sider oppressive in Darien. on account of the 
heat,theré become a season of unmixed pleasure 
and comfort, and being situated only about six 
miles away,the change is inexpensive and easily 
effected. But this is only one ofthe many 
delightful waysin which a Darienite may 
spend the summer. Down by the lighthouse 
are always riding some pilot boats, manned by 
a lot of generous, whole-sduted fellows, who 
on every occasion are ready to gratify the de- 
sires of sea-loving citizens. 

“Come along,” say the pilots, and away 
dashes the saucy little beauty to the black fish 
banks, or wherever the crowd on board desire 
togo. Theseaislands are also within easy 
reach, and there those of the Robinson Crusoe 
order may while the time away in glorious 
solitude. Fishing may be successfully engaged 
in by investing as capital the cost of rod, line 
and hook, and other out-door sports are pro- 
portionately inexpensive. 

But while the giddy revelin the anticipa- 
tion of hauling the finny sprawler from the 
deep, in moonlight excursions, in inflicting 
deadly wounds on the alligator orin chasing 
the turtle on the sea beach, the thoughtful and 
the speculative imagine that they hear the 
locomotive’s shrill whistle in the distance. 

ol hey hear the noisy train coming and see it 
roll slowly away, loaded down with timber, 
lumber, naval stores, rice, fish, oysters and 
innumerable other articles with which a mu- 
nificent providence has enriched our country. 
Though, inthe meantime,a flight of fancy, 
this will probably become reality before long. 
Railroad facilities and aconsequent develop- 
ment of resources must come. 

It cannot be otherwise. Less favored sec- 
tions than ours have already become impor- 
tant business centers by means of the will of 
determined men, and flaming pamphlets. We 
lack advertising. Our resources once known, 
and few portions of Georgia would be more 
flourishing than this. 

Now the summer months are, so to speak, 
wasted. Business men long for the accustom- 
ed ease and indolence of this season of the 
year, and the negroes, with the exception of 
those engaged in rice planting, loaf lazily 
around the street corners, some of them pick- 
ingsup an occasional job, others adopting the 
easier way of throwing a fishing line over the 
wharf to secure a catfish for dinner. 

When this undesirable division of the sea- 
sons—one exclusively for work and the other 
for pleasure and idling—is overcome, then 
and just then will prosperity of a solid type be 
attainable. 

As things are farming cannot be held out as 
an inducement, because there is no market for 
farm products, and for the same reason other 
industries are equally handicapped. 

Nine-tenths of our citizens if asked by what 
means we shall be enabled to keep pace with 
the rest of the wor!d will answer: we must 
bnild a railroad. Never heretofore has this 
conviction been so deeply rooted as now.

The Southern Presbyterians. 

The southern Presbyterian general asse 
bly is now in session in Augusta, where 
was formally organized a quarter of a ¢ 
tury ago. This organization grew ou‘ 
the necessities of the civil war, but the 
turn of peace has not convinced the south 
churches up to this time that it is eit 
necessary or desirable to re-unite with 1: 
northern churches. 

The southern branch of the Presbyteria s 
has grown steadily. It has now 2,10) 
churches, more than 1,000 ministers and 
135,000 communicants. Its territory in- 
cludes the laté confederate states, and Ken- 
tucky, besides numerous mission stations. 

Among the questions of interest comiug 
before the present assembly may be -men- 
tioned the following: An amendment de- 
fining and limiting the method of altering 
the doctrinal symbols of the church; the 
Oliginal jurisdiction of presbyteries, where 
sessions cannot aet; the power of the foreign 
evangelist; the rightof ruling elders to pre- 
side as moderators over church courts; the 
revised Directory of Worship, and the ques- 
tion of the teaching of the standard.of the 
church upon the subject of the origin of 
Adam’s body. The last of these will reopen 
the famous Columbia Seminary controversy 
over the evolution theory of the Rev. Dr. 
Woodrow. ‘The session will last about ten 
days, and will be one of more than usual in- 
terest. 


Line Upon Line. 

“The ably. edited CoNSTITUTION,’’ says 
the Albany News and Advertiser, ‘‘virtually 
concedes our position on the tariff to be cor- 
rect in these words : ‘ It is possible that free 
trade would give the farmer his tools and his 
clothes a little cheaper than he gets them 
now.’ Well, that is the conclusion of the 
whole matter, and an end to be de- 
voutly wshed.’’ 

Our contemporary gets a good deal of con- 
solation out of a very small dose of conces- 
sion, but it is welcome to that much. Only 
a very superficial view of the whole ques- 
tion could lead the News and Advertiser to 
exclaim that the possibility of farmers get- 
ting their. tools and clothes a_ little 
eheaper is the end of the whole 
matter. While such a consummation is de- 
vontly to be wished, there are other methods 
of reaching that end without crippling and 
destroying the industries of the country. 
One method by which the farmers could 
procure their tools and clothes a little 
cheaper, would be to add to their own proz- 
perity, increase their incomes and give them 
nearer and better markets for their pro- 
ducts. Free trade certainly would never 
accomplish this for the farmers. Free trade 
might give them an opportunity to buy their 
tools and clothes a little cheaper than they 
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would be less able to buy. 

It is possible that free trade would not 
kill out the industries of the north to any 
great extent, but it would paralyze the 
growing industries of the south. The far- 
mers could never escape from the blighting 
effects of the one-cropsystem, and their con- 
dition would be no better fifty years from 
now tan itis today. It is a curious and in- 
structive fact that the farmers of Great Britain 
were.opposed to free trade when the great 
contest was made in that country. They 
understood their own interests much better 
than the politicians did, and if they could 
have had their way there would be no free 
trade in Great Britain today, and this not- 
withstanding the fact that the conditions in 
that country are all as favorable for free 
trade as they ever get to be in this world. 
It is true that the south, by force of circum- 
stances, has always been an agricultural re- 
gion. But the conditions have all changed. 
The circumstances are all altered. There is 
a movement here in the direction of build- 
ing up the industrial interests of the section, 
and this tendency we desire to see fostered, 
not only because it will add to capital and 
population, but because it will help the far- 
mers. Free trade is a fraud. 


The Progress of the{Campaign. 

In the bitterness the gubernatorial cam- 
paign has assumed, General Gordon and his 
friends have not been the promoters. 

General Gordon announced in the outset 
that be needed no ‘‘vindication,’’ and 
wanted none. He gave notice that he had 
never fought a defensive fight, and that he 
would not be put on the defensive in this 
fight.

GRANT AND THE PICKETS. 


A New Story Told by the General Himself 
Concerning a Strange Adventure. 
From Grant’s Memories, Second Volume. 

After we had secured the opening of a line 
over which to bring our supplies to the army I 
made a personal inspection to see the situation of 
the pickets of the two armies. As I have stated, 
Chattanooga creek comes down the center of the 
valley to within a mile or sueh a mater of the 
town of Chattanooga, then bears off westerly, then 
northwesterly, and enters the Tennessee river at 
the foot of Lookout mountain. This creek, from 
its mouth up to where it bears off west, lay between 
the two lines of pickets, and the guards of both 
armies drew their water trom the same stream. 
As 1 would be under short-range fire and in an 
open country, I took nobody with me, except, I 
believe, a bugler, who stayed some distance to the 
rear. Il rode from our right around to our left. 
When I came tothe camp of the picket guard of 
our side ] heard the call, *“‘Tnrn out the guard for 
the commanding general.” I replied, “Never 
mind the guard,’ and they were dismissed and 
went back to their tents. Jast back of these, and 
xboutequally distant from the creek, were the 
guards ot the confederate pickets. Tne sentinel! 
on nny called out in like manner, *‘Turn out 
the guard forthe commanding general,” and, I 
believe, added *‘General Grant.” Their line ina 
moment front-faced to the north, facing me, and 
gave a salute, which I returned. 

The most friendly relations seemed to exist be- 
tween the pickets ofthe twoarmies At one place 
there was a tree which had fatlen across the 
stream, and which was used by thesoldiers of both 
armies in drawing water for their camps. General 
Longstreet’s corps was stationed there at the time, 
and wore bine ofa little different shade from our 
uniform, Seeing a soldier in blue on this log, Lrode 
up to him, commenced conversing with him, and 
asked whose corps he belonged to. He was very 


+ polite, and touching his hatto me, said he belong- 


ed to General Longstreet’s corps. lasked him a 
few questions—but not with a view of ange | any 
particular information—all of which he answer- 
ed, and I rode off.

Of course the ladies are never seen 
on the poollawn. They quietly slip a$5 note into 
the hand of a gentleman friend who exchanges it 
for a little ticket on a certain horse selected by the 
lady as the probable winner. The lady tucks the 
ticket into her glove and watches 
the race with undisguised interest, 
fometimeés betraying by her agitation 
thatshe has ‘backed her judgment.’ Only a 
small percent ofthe ladies who attend races in 
this country induige in this species of dissipation, 
but their number increases every ycar. The se 
ductive habit is on the increase among “society 
girls’: in the large cities and soon will be placed 
in the long catalogue of the evils of our times at 
which reformers are constantly directing the 
fire. I have never heard of a lady who either won 
or lost heavily on a horse race in this country, but 
I have scen a good deal of sly betting done by the 
belles of the race course. 


It is remarkable how su2céss runsthrough some 
families. A striking instance ofthis is furnished 
in the history of a family named Hendrix, which 
for two generations has had its homestead at Fay- 
ette, an old fashion town of {three or four thou- 
sand inbabitants, in Howard county, Missouri. 

Forty five vears ago a young man and his young 
wife began life there in an humble way. His hone 
esty, energy and sense found their due reward and 
when in the prime of life he was taken away 
be left a widow with a moderate fortune in money 
and a big fortune in four sons. Four brighter boys 
have seldom been found in one family. 

The eldest procured an appointment to the naval 
academy at Annapolis, led his class from the start, 
and graduated with unustal distinction. He en- 
tered the navy and rapidly rose to the rank of 
lientenant. He died while still a young man. 

The second son entered the Methodist ministry, 
He soon made his reputation as a preacher. Be- 
fore he was thirty he was elected president of Cen- 
tral College, at Fayette, which is under the conm- 
trol of his church. The institution was poorly at- 
tended, deeply in debt and on the verge of disso- 
lution. Young Hendrix threw his whole soul into 
the work of building it up. He had, what few 
preachers possess, 
While he sought to fillthe college with students, 
he as industriously endeavored te lift the debt 
which hung over it and to place it on a good finan- 
Cial basis, By interesting the wealthy men of hig 
church in the school, he obtained forit donation 
after donation and bequest after bequest. In ten 
years the zeal and ability of thé young president 
had converted a broken down college into a fidur- 
ishing institution with full classes, estabiished rep 
utation and a handsome endéwment. The other 
day the highest council of hisehurch called him 
from this good work and placed upon his shoulders 
the mantle of bishop. He is the youngest man who 
ever received this honor from the Southern Metho- 
dist church, being only thirty-eight. His mother 
is a devoted church woman, and had rather have 
hersona bishop ofthe Methodist church than 
president of the United States. 


Joseph Hendrix, the third of these brothers, 
made journalism his profession. Twelve years ago 
he graduated at Cornel university, and about that 
time accidentally obtained a commission from Mr. 
Dana to doecme reporting for the New York Sum, 
The work was so well done that"Mr. Dana at once 
employed him on the Sun, and soon afierwards 
placed him in charge of the Brooklyn bureau. He 
took a hand in politics, and in 1882, though just 
past thirty, he was nominated by the democrats 
of Brooklyn for mayor, and came within a few 
hundred votes of -election. About this time he 
severed his connection with the Sun, and bécame 
the New York correspondent of the St. Louis Re- 
publican at a handsome salary. 

A few weeks ago,President Cleveland solved the 
problem over the Brooklyn postmastership by ap- 
pointing this young man who was not an appli- 
cant. Atthirty-five he has an office worth $6,000 
a year with an enormons patronage. He has, by 
his industry and business sagacity, already amass- 
ed a considerable property. 

The youngest of the brothers is only twenty-four. 
He went to Texas several years ego and is now in- 
terested in acattleranch which paid him $5,000 
last year and is rapidly increasing in value. You 
seldom see four brothers who are all men of ac- 
knowledged ability, and who, at the age when the 
average youth isclearing offthe chaff of bis wild 
oat Crop, for the real work of life have already 
achieved brilliant and substantial success. Hap 
py is the mother of four such sons.

A Notable and Characteristic Incident of 
the Gallant Georgian. 


Hicn Fats, Ga., May 20, 1886.—Editors 
Constitution: Allow me through your valuable 
paper io narrate oue little incident of the late war 
which illustrates the heroic and magnanimous im- 
pules emanating only from the bosom of a Chris- 
tian and yalisnt soldier.

Soon after the battle of Sharpsburg I was sum- 
moned to see aman who had received a painful 
and dangerous wound during the conflict, After 
extracting aminnie ball which had been deeply 
imbedded in the loin, the Wounded man pro- 
ceeded to tell me how he escaped bein 
captured, saying that he was indebted to Genera 
Gordon for his safety; that whilst he was by the 
rondside, exhausted, and in great agony, General 
Gordon rode up and asked him why he did not get 
away from there; that unless he made haste a cap- 
ture wascertain. He replied to the general that he 
was wounded and could not get away, whereupon 
the general dismounted, assisted him in the saddle, 
and they went out together. This is the substance, 
accordiag to my recollection, as told me years ago.

} @hat Bes Bean Done by the Roads That Center in 


Atianta—How the Change Will be Made—Waen 
it will be Made—Other Interesting ERail- 
road News—Headlight Flashes, 


TLe vast amount of work ‘préliminary to 
changing the gauge of the railroads which 
center in Atlanta has virtually been com- 
pleted. 

Yesterday a CoNSTITUTION reporter made 
inquiries at the various railroad offices, in order 
to learn exactly what had been done and what 
yet remained to be done. 

All the roads have changed the gauge of 
most of their cars and engines, and are now 
using only a number barely sufficient to meet 
the demands of their business. In many in- 
stances, the change has caused valuable 
improvements. Rolling stock has been re- 
paired and repainted, antiquated appli- 
ances have been discarded for 
those of the latest design, and 
an almost countless number of minor altera- 
tions for the better have been made. 

Along the.)ines of ine ruacs, the tics nave 
beew, cpiged just inside of the right rail. On 
some roads, évery other spike on the right rail 
has been drawn. Switches have been placed 
in readiness for the change, and, in some in- 
stances. new side tracks have been construct- 
ed. Trestles and bridges have been altered to 
suit the intended change. In few words, 
everything that could be done preliminary to 
what must be considered a notable event, 
has been done promptly and carefully. 

The following account of how the track 
gauge will be changed will be found interest- 
ing: : 

HOW IT WILL BE DONE. 

In performing the work only one rail will 
be moved, except in certain tunnels. On the 
main track the gauge rail willin all cases be 
m‘ved. Sidings turning out from the west 
sii of the main track will have the west rail 
m«: ed, and the sidings turning out from the 
east side will have the east rail moved. 

The ties have already been adzed for a dis- 
tance of six inches from the inside of the rail 
to be moved, and a good, square rest made for 
the rails. On switchings the adzing extends 
nine inches. The work of setting spikes for 
the new gauge is now progressing, and are 
driven in every third tie on straight lines 
and in every second tie on curves of less than 
six degrees, In curves of six degrees and 
over a spike in each tie will be driven. The 
spikes are driven straight down, with the 
bead within one-half an inch of the tie. Pre- 
vious tothe day of changing, spikes will be 
and distributed to each 
section, an average of three 
kegs per mile on straight lines and four kegs 
on curves. 

The total number of men per mile, includ- 
ing the {side tracks, will average four to a 
mile on the sections having no more than the 
usual curves and five on the sections having 
more. One extra man will be assigned each 
gang to each band or push car to carry water, 
push the car with extra tools, supplies, etc. 
The men assigned to each section will be di- 
vided into two gangs and commence to work 
in the middle of the section and work‘: from 
cach other, and until each meets the gang 
working toward them from adjoining sec- 
tions, for their work will not be confined to 
their own section, but they must continue on 
regardless of section Jimits until they meet 
the gang ¢oming to them. Side-tracks not 
needed for passing trains will be changed the 
day before, and long side-tracks needed for 
trains will have one end changed the day be- 
fore and the otherend securely spiked. If 
any side-tracks are left unchanged after the 
main track is changed, such side-tracks will 
be securely spiked to prevent accidents. Any 
foremén completing his section and having it 
well done by four o’clock p. m. will receive, in 
addition to his regular wages, $5 for himself 
and $2 for his assistant. All men employed in 
making the change, including the 
regular section gang, will be furnished trans- 
portation and $1.50 per day while so engaged. 
The section foreman of the section on each 
division on all main lines on which the best 


and most perfect job of the work of changing | 
the track and switches has been done on that | 


division will be paid $20 dolars extra, as a 
premium. Section foremen have been in- 
structed to see that their men get a good 
breakfast and dinner, and furnish them a 
good supper at the expense of the road. Spec- 
ial instructions for changing the grade on each 
division and the time and place of beginning 
the work will be given by each superintend- 
ent. 
WHEN THE CHANGES WILL BE MADE. 

The following isthe order and time fixed 
for the change of track gauge of the Central 
railroad company’s lines from five feet to four 
feet nine inches: Augusta to Millen, May 
26th; Griffin to Carrollton, May 28th: Barnes- 
ville to Thomaston, May 2%th; Eatonton to 
Gordon, May 29th; Albany to Blakely, May 
29th; Fort Valley to Perry, May 29th: Macon 
to Columbus, May 31st; Fort Valley to Albany, 
May 31st: Smithville to Montgomery, May 31st; 
Savannah to Atlanta, June Ist;. Eufaula to 
Clayton, June Ist; Cuthbert to Fort Gaines, 
June lst. 

It is hoped that the change can be effected 
upon the dates indicated, and that it will! 
cause but slight delay to freight or passengers. 
The public is, however, notified that all freight 
received between the twenty-fifth of May and 
second of June will only be received subject to 
the delay incident to the change of gauge. 
Agents will not receive perishable freights 
during this period, unless assured that it can 
reach destination without delay, whether said 
destination is on the company’s lines or be- 
yond them, 

The Alabama division of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad will be 
changed on the 25th inst. All the other divi- 
sions, including the Memphis and Charleston, 
will be changed on the Ist of June. 

The change on the Atlanta and West Point, 
the Georgia, the Western and Atlantic, the 
Richmond and Danville and the Georgia Pa- 
cific, wiJl be made on the Ist of June.
